WASHINGTON. (AP) .— The 


cost of living hit an all-time peak 
in July on the government's mea- 
suring stick. 


From June 15 to July 15, its 


index of costs to the moderate In- 
come family edged up 0.2 per- 
centage points to 185.5 per cent 
of the 1935-39 average. The old 
record was 185.4, reached in May. 


The rise means one-cent an hour 


f>pay boost for nearly 1,000,000 


workers in the automobile industry 
whose wage rates are tied by con- 
tract to the government index. 


Biggest rises between June and 


July were for food and rents. Each 
was up 0.4 per cent. This took 
the food price index to 227.7 per 
cent of the 1935-39 average. This 
ia 12.1 per cent above June, 1950. 
when the Korean war began. 


Clothing prices showed a drop 
0.3 per cent from June to July. 
This figure was for the new in- 


dex. The old index, based on a 
slightly different method of mea- 
suring the family budget of mod- 
erate income families, was 185.8, 
also an increase of 0.2 per cent 
over June 15. 


The bureau of labor statisMcs, 


which prepares the index, changed 
its method several months ago, 
but issues both old and new !ndex 


v() figures because some union con- 


tracts tie wage sales to the old 
index. 


Among these are the auto in- 


dusty contracts with its union. 


Under these contracts, an in- 


crease of only one-tenth in the 
July 15 index required a one-cent 
rise in wage scales.

tanned Illinois kids will bid fare- 
well to the old swimming hole 
and other vacation haunts, and 
troop back to school in the next 
two weeks. 


Generally, the fall term starts 


Monday in rural communities and 
the following week in cities. 


Many boys and girls will find 


classrooms more crowded than 
ever before, school 
officials in 


Springfield said today. 


They agreed that public and 


parochial elementary and high 
school enrollments will reach about 
1,300,000. Their estimates ranged 
from three to five per cent over 
last year. 


\Var Baby Crop 


Most of the increase will be felt 


in kindergartens and lower grades 
as another crop of war babies— 
those born in 1945—shows up in 
school for the first time. 


Claude Vick, an Illinois Educa- 


tion Association official, foresaw 
an extension of "double shifting" 
—splitting classes into morning 
and afternoon groups to stretch 
cramped facilities. 


"More children will be getting 


gypped out of education time," 
Vick said. 


Harlan Becm, field secretary 


for 
the Illinois Association of 


school districts have opened new 
buildings in many places to allev- 
iate overcrowding or replace worn 
out facilities. 


"But there has been a decided 


lag 
in construction 
in recent 


months and the building rate is 
not keeping up 'with needs," Beem 
added. 


He said construction was going 


forward at the rate of around 
$45,000,000 a year, or hardly 
enough to offset normal obsole- 
scence. 


The heaviest increase in regis-

Our Fading 'Victory' in Berlin 


Holds Lesson for Kaesongo 


A little more than two years ago the West was flush 


with its air-lift triumph over the Berlin blockade imposed by 
the Russians. The Kremlin had backed down and called off 
its efforts to stifle freedom in the city. 


Western statesmen were understandably pleased that 


the air-lift plus the economic boycott of Soviet Germany had 
produced a -"situation of strength" which the Russians felt 
compelled to accept. It was the first spectacular victory of 
free men over communism in the Cold War. 


But a look at Berlin today suggests that the triumph 


wa« something less than complete. Marguerite Higgins, com- 
petent correspondent of the New York Herald-Tribune, re- 
visited the city recently and observed many disquieting signs. 


A "baby blockade" against the export of West Berlin's 


goods has been in progress for some time. We are meeting 
it with a "little air-lift" of more than a dozen flights a day. 
•

* 


Miss Higgins found the Berlin press crowded with 


stories of Soviet attempts to cripple the city's business. Kid- 
napings of West Berlin's officials and citizens by East zone 
police go on as before. 


It is easy to recall, too, that many interruptions of the 
city's economic life have occurred in the months since the big 
blockade was lifted. What Miss Higgins saw were merely 
the August, 1951, variations on a constant Soviet theme. . 


And as she pointed out, Berlin faces continual harass- 


ments of this sore in,the future.. She added: "The West 
cannot yet claim victory in Berlin. It is clear that the Soviet 
Union seeks now to do by degrees what it was unable to do 
by one dramatic blow." 


Testimony is general that the 1948-49 Allied boycott of 


Russian Germany really was damaging. And the air-lift's 
success was seriously embarrassing to Moscow's prestige. 
Yet it seems clear now that we did not wisely press our ad- 
vantage. 
* • • 


We were so overjoyed at the fact the Russians were will- 


ing to back down at all, that we failed to make them back- 
track enough. Perhaps we were too busy congratulating 
ourselves at the success of pur tactics. We forgot that the 
Russians are tireless bargainers, who try to snatch partial 
victory even from acknowledged defeat. 
* 
* 
• 


Mayor Ernst Reuter of Berlin believes we should have 


maintained the air-lift and boycott a few months longer to 
heighten our bargaining power with the Kremlin. Others 
feel that our great error was in not getting advance guar- 
antees of free road and rail access to Berlin before lifting 
our counter-blockade measures. 


At any rate, the results are clear beyond dispute. We 


did not gain the whole victory. Berlin today is the constant 
victim of small sieges. The city's predicament is a cue to 
our persistent failure to understand the Soviet Communist 
mind. 


Probably it's too late to repair the damage in Berlin. 


But what has happened there since 1949 should be a sharp 
lesson to the Americans dealing with the Communists at Kae- 
song. 


Once again, ours is the basic advantage. We have won 


whatever victory can be claimed. That the Reds are nego- 
tiating at all 5s proof of that. But they will salvage from 
their defeat everything they can squeeze out of us. We sim- 
ply must not allow ourselves to be squeezed. "Situations of 
strength" will avail us little if we do not exert the strength 
when we have it.

How "to Score With Swing Hand 


BY OSWALD JACOBY

"If you like big swings," writes 


my old friend Jules Tilles, "you'll 
enjoy this hand. It was played in 
the Paradise Bridge Club, here 
in the Bronx, in a team match. 
We've been holding team matches 
several times a week for many 
years now, so we've had swing 
hands before—but this one set a 
new record. Incidentally, seven 
of the eight players were masters, 
and • one was a Life Master. 


"At the first table the hand was 


bid as you may see from the dia- 
gram. West thought he could 
knock the stuffing out of six 
hearts even though he didn't count 
on his partner to win a defensive 
trick. He didn't feel so happy when 
the dummy went down, disclosing 
the "ace of hearts behind him; he 
had expected to find both top 
hearts in declarer's hand. But he 
felt even worse when South ruffed 
the first club. 


"As you might expect, South 


led a low heart and finessed dum- 
my's ten as a safety play. That 
was the end, of course. West could 
get one trump trick, and South 
made his doubled slam for a score 
of 1660 points. 


"There was some talk about the 


double. If West had passed in- 
stead of doubling, South might 
fail to finesse dummy's ten of 
hearts. He might fear a spade re- 
turn if that trump finesse hap- 
pened to lose. In short. West 
might wind up 100 points plus 
instead of doubling. 


"The actual result at the other 


table was far more spectacular. 
East started by bidding only one 
diamond. South was equally mod- 
est, with an overcall of only one 
spade. West bid two clubs, and 
North raised to two spades. Then 
the boys came out from behind 
the bushes. East jumped to five 
clubs, and South went on to five 
spades. 


"West pushed on to six clubs, 


and South stayed right in the fight 
by bidding six spades. This rode 
around to East, who went right on 
to seven clubs. South passed this 
to his partner, who though his ace 
of hearts was well worth a penalty 
double. East redoubled, hoping to

NEW YORK, Aug. 22—The revolution of parents and owners of 


homes against the impudence and rapacity of the education racket 
is best "revealed in the minute fights of these "little" people. Each 
by it?elf, these defensive stands to vote down predatory property 
taxes proposed by school districts can make little 
progress against the organized national menace of 
"education" forcibly imposed by the state. Each 
little fight is strictly local. 


The subject is new to the people who have 


always suffered the handicap of a sentimental 
faith in the endearing figure of the school-ma'm. 
The character of this figure has changed impor- 
tantly and not for the better under the reign of 
the racket, however. And the great growth of our 
"society" and the complication of that soulless 
monster "the government," have affected her at- 
titude just as it has altered the feeling of the citi- ~w«tbn»k">*ii«r~ 
zen in relation to the state. She has been dealing with many chil- 
dren whose parents shirk their duties and impose on the teacher for 
services and a moral example which should be provided at home. 


An old teacher of mine, the late Mary L. Hurley, of Chicago, 


wrote me a few years ago that there came a time when she sud- 
denly realized that the quality of the people in the neighborhoo<"of 
Horace Greeley school had definitely changed for the worse and 
that she was now expected to perform more and more of the duties 
of a policewoman. 
The children reflected the irresponsibility and 


inferior character of their parents. So, Miss Hurley wrote, she sud- 
denly made up her mind to put in for her pension and retire. And 
she did. 


The teachers who are now in I 


'practice are products of a cold 
system which is determined to 
control the future of the ynited 
States and to turn the nation into 
a 
Fascist 
state. 
They 
were 


taught that "democracy" was a 
great ideal, even perfection, and 
some of them are actually aghast 
at a simple reminder that "dem- 
ocracy" has absolutely no stand- 
ing in our constitutional govern- 
ment and is undefined and any- 
thing that any demagog says it 
is. These are the people to whom 
the law now says all the children 
in the United States must be com- 
mitted for the important years of 
their childhood. 
This law says 


that parents who loathe democ- 
racy with informed and discrim- 
inating judgment must neverthe- 
less expose their children to a 
continual din of these heresies 
until it is too late to disabuse 
them.

There were small 
pensioners, including a war widow 
who was selling eggs to supple- 
ment her allowance. 


The children had been inflai£.-d 


against all 'objectors and there 
was a nasty scene at the school 
during the voting when some of 
them heckled members of the op- 
position and one young girl, the 
daughter of a teacher, got a tart 
answser which hurt her feelings 
from an exasperated woman tax- 
payer whose vote was actually in 
defense of her home. The bond is- 
sue was emphatically 
defeated. 


One of the security agencies /"ad 
a "dossier" on a teacher, buf'no 
taxpayer dared to call him a Com- 
munist because there are Com- 
munist agencies which would have 
sprung in the chano« of suing for 
slander and devouring the citi- 
zen's equity in his home with legal 
expenses. 


Meanwhile, the community de- 


cided to spend 540,000 on hurri- 
cane fences around school-yards 
because a child had been ki'Jed 
by a car which jumped the fjrb 
when its driver "blacked out." 
Soon afterward a similar accident 
happened on the open highway in 
front of another school. The hur- 
ricane fence-salesmen had had a 
wonderful time even before this.

The Doctor Says: 


Birth of Twins Usualfy 
Does Not Follow Pattern

Recently a reader wrote that 


her paternal grandmother 
had 


three or four sets of twins. Then 
her two daughters and one son's 
wife had them, but none of their 
children had any (which was the 
writer's generation). Now she says 
one of her cousin's children has 
had- twins, and wants to know 
whether it skips a generation. 


Twins do seem to run in families 


to some extent, but so far as I 
know, there is no special reason to 
feel that there is any skipping of 
generations involved. It is also in- 
teresting that the likelihood of a 
confinement resulting in multiple 
births depends on other factors. 


It seems that the chances of 


having multiple births increases 
with the age of the mother at least 
up until about the age of 35 to 39. 
Also, there is a greater likelihood 
of twins or other multiple births 
among colored than among white 
mothers. 
. . 


For the population in general, 


twins are born once in about every 
90 confinements. One does not see 
quite so many twins 
walking 


around as one would expect from 
these figures, however, since the 
infant mortality of twins is some- 
what greater than that In a single 
birth. 


Twins are by far the most com- 


mon multiple births: triplets occur 
only about once in every 9,400 con- 
finements and quadruplet* once in 
about 620,000. One can expect 
quintuplet*-to bs bom only about 


once in 57,000,000 confinements. 


There are two kinds of twins. 


Fraternal twins are the result of 
the fertilization of two eggs. Such 
twins may be of the same or of 
opposite sex. .Except for ha£iig 
identical birthdays, they may be 
as different from each other as 
any other brothers or sisters. 


IDENTICAL TWINS 


Identical twins are the result of 


the fertilization of a single egg 
which later divides. 
Indentical 


twins are always of the same sex 
and are much alike in both physU 
cal and mental characteristics. 
There are apparently about -/e- 
fourth as many identical twins* aa , 
fraternal twins. 


Twins are apparently 
neither 


superior or inferior to other peo- 
pie. The mental and physical de. 
velopment of identical twins is 
very much alike. Fraternal or non- 
identical twirw, on the other hand, 
tend to become more different in 
mental traits as they grow older. 


The study of the physical and 


mental traits of twins, tripVu, : 
quadruplets and quintuplets has 
shed a great deal of light on hu- ; 
man inheritance as well as being 
ft matter of personal interest to 
thousands.

NEW YORK—(AP)—The American teen-ager and young adult 


today is a very different person, in many ways, from his parents when 
they were his age. 


He has grown to awareness in a different world. 


For example, his future is emi- 


nently uncertain. The shadow of 
another great war is always on his 
horizon. Even without an actual 
war he may be drafted. He has 
been asurcd that the shores of the i 
United States no longer are se- 
cure, that "Next Time" "A-bombs 
can be expected on his own city. 


That fear of the future is not 


the only factor in making him 
what he is. There are others— 
parents, a different moral tone, 
the examples of misconduct in 
high places and so on.

As a result, the people who 


know him best today draw this 
composite picture 
of his main 


traits. They say— 


1. He is impatient for money 


and quick success. 


2. He feels that the world owes 


him something, that somebody, 
somewhere, ought to take care of 
him. 


3. He is better informed about 


most things—including1 sex—than 
his paients were at a comparable 
age. 


4. Consciously or otherwise, he 


is following a Be-Mcrry-for-To- 
morrow - We - Die philosophy in 
order to escape his anxieties and 
tensions. 


These are 
generalizations, of 


course, they do not apply wholly 
to every American boy or girl. 


But over and over again, with 


astonishing unanimity, probation 
officers and college officials, psy- 
chiatrists and businessmen, teach- 
ers, 
policemen and 
clergymen,
